There is a history of 
flooding problems 
associated with the 
Coldbrook watercourse. 
The watercourse begins 
in the Colcot and flows 
around 3.7km in open 
channels and culverts 
through Gibbonsdown, 
Cadoxton and 

Palmerston before 
discharging into the 
Bigis Moors drainage 
system. 

The most significant 
flooding incident 

occurred in July 2007 
when over 100 properties 
were affected during 
intense rainfall, which 
resulted in the 
watercourse and drainage 
system becoming 

overwhelmed. 

The scheme will 
reduce the risk of 
flooding and save an 
estimated £50 million 
cost of flood damages.

multi-storey. The Vale 
Council says that, in the 
Vale as a whole, the 
number of drivers who 
park for more than four 
hours in free Vale car 
parks rose by 81 per cent 
over a 10-year period 
(2003 to 2013). 

The new charging 
structure will put off 
anyone planning to stay 
all day, as any stay over 
four hours will cost £5. 

Up to two hours, the 
cost will be £1. Three 
hours will cost £1.60, 
and up to four hours will 
cost £2.20. 

Coun Gwyn John, the 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for visible and 
leisure services, 

commented: “Car 

parking is a very difficult 
issue to address and I 
would suggest anyone 
with an interest should 
read the report before 
commenting on its 
content. 

“Due to central 
Government cuts, the 
Vale Council must meet a 
funding shortfall of 
£25m over the next three 
years. 

“The introduction of 
car parking charges is 
NOT, however, just 
about generating much- 
needed income.

O NCE again, you have chosen to 
highlight the perennial issue of car 
parking in Cowbridge. Mrs 
Collier is right when she says that all the 
traffic wardens have done (although most 
welcome) is to free up parking spaces for 
a relatively short time in the High Street, 
Westgate and Eastgate, for those who 
wish to make a quick trip to the shops.

'Stop blaming 
the seagulls’ 

T here has 
recently been 
a lot of bad 
publicity regarding 
seagulls, which 
concerns me 
greatly.

Thursday, July 16 
that both the Vale 
MP Alun Cairns

Parking charges 
are on the way

Coun John 

continued: “The report, 
conducted by an 
independent consultant, 
makes clear that car 
parking charges are 
needed within Barry 
and Cowbridge to 
ensure the most 
efficient and effective 
use of spaces. 

“It also makes clear 
that Barry has an 
abundance of parking 
with ample on-street 
parking for shoppers 
and residents close to 
the town centre. 

“There is no firm 
evidence to show that 
the introduction of car 
parking charges results 
in a reduction in 
footfall. 

“The proposed 
charges are in line with 
those of comparable 
towns in south Wales 
and considerably lower 
than those in 
neighbouring Cardiff. 

“We are confident 
that increasing parking 
turnover, and therefore, 
the number of shoppers 
and visitors, will help 
our town centres thrive 
by increasing the 
availability of spaces 
and reducing 
congestion. 

“The proposals will 
be discussed at an 
upcoming scrutiny 
committee, and will 
also be subject to public 
notice where objections 
will be considered.” 

Coun John added that 
data collected from 
parking surveys in 2003 
and 2013 shows that 
there has been a 
considerable reduction 
in short-stay parking 
between these periods. 

Overall parking 
reduced by 12 per cent, 
but long stay parking 
(over 4 hours) increased 
by some 81 per cent - a 
clear sign that people 
are parking in town 
centres for long periods 
of time and occupying 
spaces that would 
otherwise be available 
for visitors and 
shoppers. 

Coun Ian Johnstone 
(Plaid Cymru) said: 
““With the economy 
still only slowly 


recovering and a need 
to increase footfall in 
Holton Road, I cannot 
understand why the 
council is trying to 
chase it away, rather 
than promote the town 
centre. 

“The council is 
putting Holton Road’s 
future at risk for an 
annual income of 
£70,000 through car 
park fees. This makes 
absolutely no sense. 

“If this was about 
turn-over of traffic, then 
that could be done 
without charging users, 
just putting a time limit 
on their stay. Instead, 
they have chosen to 
penalise town centre 
shoppers, and, by 
extension, the shops 
that they use.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Mr Cairns said: 
“Council tax payers in 
Barry will find it hard 
to understand how 
charging up to £5 to 
park close to our high 
streets is going to help 
regenerate Barry. 

“I believe a unique 
parking plan can be 
found that best supports 
our high streets in 
Barry, but what we 
appear to have is 
arbitrary charges with 
the aim of maximising 
cash for the local 


authority. The 
implementation of this 
£30k report by Capita 
has been badly planned 
and badly timed by the 
Cabinet without the due 
consideration of traders, 
something I have been 
calling on the council to 
do for several months in 
this newspaper. 

“I have invited High 
Streets Minister Marcus 
Jones MP to visit the 
Vale, to see what impact 
these proposals could 
have on Barry, and 
which best practice 
from other areas can be 
used in the Vale. 

“A 10-minute free 
grace period for drivers 
is being implemented in 
many areas around the 
country. 

“Commonsense is 
returning on the issue of 
parking, but the Vale 
council appears to be 
swimming against the 
tide. 

“The council must 
do the right thing to 
support the people who 
live and work locally 
and work to encourage 
trade that builds a 
community rather than 
introduce unimaginative 
and ill-thought out 
charges.”

and direct water into the 
drainage systems and 
the construction of a 
flood storage area to 
hold back the peak of 
the flood.

PEOPLE in the 
Gibbonsdown area of 
Barry will benefit from a 
lifesaving defibrillator 
installed at Ty Iolo, centre 
for homeless families and 
Community Hub, thanks to 
British Heart Foundation 
(BHF) Cymru and local 
PCSO officers, Leanne 
Davies and Dominic Bury, 
who secured financial 
support from Persimmon 
Homes. 

Catherine Campbell, local 
fundraising manager for BHF 
Cymru, said: “We are delighted to 
have been able to support getting 
this defibrillator to Ty Iolo as part 


of BHF Cymru’s Nation of 
Lifesavers initiative. 

“Currently only around one in 
ten people survive an out-of- 
hospital cardiac arrest. With more 
people in Wales trained in CPR 
(Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation) 
skills and more defibrillators 
available locally, the chances of 
resuscitating someone from a 
cardiac arrest should be greatly 
improved. 

“It’s been great to work with 
members of the local community 
police team, particularly Leanne 
Davies, to get this equipment in 
place.” 

Rebecca Cole, Manager at Ty 
Iolo, said: “The hostel caters for 
21 homeless families, some of 
whom because of their personal 


circumstances, are often in poor 
health and therefore vulnerable. It 
is good to have this equipment in 
place in case of an emergency 
either at the centre or within our 
local community. I would urge 
other people help the BHF create a 
‘nation of lifesavers’ and 
throughout Wales to apply for a 
grant to get a defibrillator in their 
community.” 

The defibrillator was presented 
to Ty Iolo by members of the local 
BHF fundraising group, Lynda 
Hawkins and David Townsend.

20mph speed 
limit trialled 
at Llandough 


THE Vale Council 
has announced that, 
following a 

consultation and 
requests from 
residents and 
community groups, 
a 20mph speed limit 
is to be introduced 
along Penlan Road 
in Llandough as a 
trial. 

A spokesman said that 
it will be closely 
monitored for the first six 
months, during which 
time residents will have 
the opportunity to have 
their say as to whether it 
should be made 
permanent or not. 

“A public consultation 
on the potential for 


20 mph zones within the 
Penarth and Llandough 
areas took place during 
March and April 2013, 
with the results 
suggesting there was a 
slight majority in support 
for further investigation 
of a 20mph speed limit,” 
he explained. 

Work will start during 
this week, allowing the 
trial speed limit to 
become operational from 
August 3, which will 
involve signs and 
markings being installed, 
as opposed to traffic 
calming measures such 
as humps or tabled 
junctions. If successful, 
further investment could 
be made available for a 
more permanent scheme.

‘WHAT TO DO ABOUT 

SCRAP TIMBER?’ -GEMREADER 


IN view of the comments 
made by Barrie Evans in his 
GEM letter last week, headed 
‘Biomass plant a hazard to 
health’ I had to re-read my 
earlier letter. 

I found that I made one reference 
to Coun Chris Elmore and this was 
only to reference the background to 
my letter. I certainly did not ridicule 
or criticise either Chris Elmore or 
FoE, and if Mr Evans wants to 
indulge in hyperbole rather than 
debate, then this discussion will only 
descend into name calling. 

Following his letter, I carried out 
an extensive internet search in 
relation to the Viridor plant in 
Cardiff. There is some ongoing 
discussion about the recovery of 
waste metal from the fly ash, but I 
could find absolutely no reference to 


noxious fumes or acrid stenches 
relating to this plant so clearly, whilst 
there may be a problem, no-one is 
making an issue of it with the 
council, the plant operators, or in the 
local press. 

In response to the FoE letter about 
the Margam plant, I also checked the 
distance from Barry to Margam. This 
is a 70-mile round trip. With an HGV 
doing eight miles to the gallon (a 
Government statistic) this is nine 
gallons of diesel with all the NOx and 
particulate emissions that this entails. 

I emphasised in my earlier letter 
that I expected to be in a minority on 
this issue. What I was interested in 
doing is to raise a debate about just 
what we should do with all this scrap 
timber?

Keeping the 
bullies at bay 


NEWS IN 
BRIEF 


ON a very pleasant 
evening, 11 walkers 
joined Sue from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
at Penarth cliff top 
car park and, 
heading west, they 
walked along the 
path on their way 
towards Lavernock 
Point. 

The evening was so 
clear that both Severn 
bridges were visible on 
the horizon in the 
Severn Estuary, as well 
as both Flat and Steep 
Holm, Weston-Super- 
Mare and the Somerset 
coastline. 

At Lavernock Point, 
a memorial plaque on 
the perimeter wall of 
the 12th century St 
Lawrence Church 
records the fact that on 
May 13, 1897, Italian- 
born Guglielmo 
Marconi, ably assisted 
by George Kemp, 
transmitted the first 
wireless signals in 
Morse code across open 
water between 
Lavernock beach and 
Flat Holm. The 
recording slip is housed 
in the National Museum 
of Wales in Cardiff. 

Following Fort Road 
and walking inland, 
they deviated into the 
Lavernock Nature 
Reserve, a 14-acre site 
of scrubland declared a 
site of special scientific 


interest because of the 
rare plants and 
butterflies that can be 
found there. 

During the Second 
World War, this area 
housed a gun and 
searchlight battery, 
which has ancient 
monument status. The 
remnants of the gun 
emplacements and the 
crew and office quarters 
can be explored, along 
with a forward direction 
rangefinder observation 
post situated on the cliff 
above St Mary’s Well 
Bay. 

Continuing around 
cropped fields at the 
rear of the Bay caravan 
park and exiting 
through a kissing gate 
onto St Mary’s Well 
Bay Road, they turned 
north, heading towards 
Lavernock Road. They 
entered Cosmeston 
country park, walking 
down past the medieval 
village, which was 
discovered when the 
park was being 
developed and contains 
thatched stone-built 
buildings relating to a 
village in the 14th 
century. 

It is believed the 
original population of 
the village was wiped 
out by the Black Death 
plague, but it would 
have been hard to 
sustain a living in this 
area because of the 
number of underground 
springs, meaning the 


land would be 
waterlogged for most of 
the time. 

Re-crossing 
Lavernock Road and 
making their way up to 
the disused railway line 
that once carried a spur 
of the Taff Vale 
Railway built in 1865, 
which carried trains 
through Cosmeston, 
Lavernock and Sully, 
before connecting back 
to the Barry Railway at 
Cadoxton, they 
followed the old track 
back towards Sully 
Terrace and returned to 
their start point. 

On August 1, please 
note the change to the 
planned walk: meet at 
8.30am at Cogan 
Leisure Centre for a 
nine-mile moderate 
walk taking in Cwm 
Banw and Mynydd

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Pencoed restaurant 
manager fined after 
a rodent infestation 


Local man ran from the 
police after breathalyser 


A LARGE rat 
infestation was 
discovered by local 
authority health 
inspectors in the 
food store of an 
Asian restaurant in 
Pencoed, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
been told. 

“There were also rat 
droppings” said 

prosecutor James 

Hartson. 

Sheikh Anwar, 55, of 
Moy Road, Cardiff, who 
was the manager of the 
Royal Masala restaurant, 
Hendre Road, Pencoed, 
admitted 14 charges 
under the food hygiene 
act, one of obstructing 
an investigating officer, 
and one of failing to 
ensure unsafe food was 
not placed on the 
market. 

He was sentenced to a 
two-year community 
order, was made subject 
to a supervision order 
and directed to carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. 

He was also ordered 
to pay £1,000 costs and a 
victim surcharge of £60. 

Mr Hartson said that 
local authority 

inspectors visited the 


restaurant three times in 
May and July last year. 

He said the offences 
related to the state of 
conditions at the 
premises. 

They related, said Mr 
Hartson, to the state of 
the kitchen, cleaning 
utensils, food 

preparation surfaces, the 
storage of the food and 


the temperature of 
fridges and freezers. 

The cost of the case, 
he said, came to £5,017. 
Mr Patrick Horan, the 
investigating officer in 
the case, said there were 
still “serious issues to be 
resolved”. 

He pointed out that 
structural improvements 
had taken place. 


Stephen Thomas, for 
Anwar, a man with no 
previous convictions, 
said he cleared about 
£1,000 a month in wages 
and was not the owner, 
but the manager. 

“Several 
improvements have 
already taken place,” he 
said. 


Prisoner hid mobile 
phone in underpants 


OFFICERS who carried out a 
search in a cell at Cardiff 
Prison, found an inmate had 
secreted a mobile phone in his 
underpants. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Mark 
Pinches (28) of Dan-y-Bryn, 
Evanstown, Gilfach Goch, admitted 
having a prohibited item in prison and 
was jailed for 12 months. 

Said Recorder David Aubrey QC: 
“You are a serving prisoner and during 
that time you had concealed about your 
person a small mobile phone, 
containing a SIM card and you also 
had a charger.” 

He added: “We all recognise the 
danger of prisoners having mobile 
phones.” 

He said the sentence he imposed 
was to deter prisoners from having 
such contraband. 


Prosecutor Nuhu Gobir said that on 
April 4, officers entered Pinches’ cell. 
He was lying on a bed and when asked 
if he had anything he should not have, 
he replied: “No.” 

He was strip searched and in his 
underwear they found a mobile phone. 

When interviewed by the police, he 
made full admissions and said he had 
used the phone to call his girlfriend, 
because their relationship had become 
strained. 

He said another prisoner had given 
him the phone. 

Pinches was said to have 
convictions for 43 offences, mainly for 
dishonesty. 

He had also received an 
indeterminate sentence for causing 
grievous bodily harm with intent. 

His solicitor, Craig Davies, said: “I 
cannot argue against a prison 
sentence.” 


A MOTORIST who failed 
a roadside breath test, 
escaped from a police car, 
it was stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

A police helicopter searched 
the area, but failed to find 27- 
year-old Ryan Jenkins. 

Jenkins, of The Bungalow, St 
Brides Major, admitted a charge 
of escape. 

He was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment, 

suspended for two years, ordered 
to carry out 80 hours unpaid 
work and was also disqualified 
from driving for three years. 

In addition, he was ordered to 
pay the Crown Court charge of 
£900, costs of £250 and a victim 
surcharge of £80. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Stephen Hopkins QC said 
Jen ki ns had previous convictions 
for drink-driving, driving 
without insurance, without a 
licence and possessing drugs. 


“When you were stopped by 
the police, you said you had not 
been drinking, and that was not 
true. You then gave the police 
the slip and even the police 
helicopter had to be called out.” 

Prosecutor Julian Greenwood 
said that about 2.10am on 
Sunday, June 7, Jenkins was 
stopped by the police driving his 
Renault Clio on the Bridgend 
bypass because of a defective 
front light. 

He told them: “It’s alright, I 
own a garage and I’ll get it 
sorted.” 

He gave a positive breath test. 

“He was arrested and became 
agitated,” said Mr Greenwood. 

He told officers: “Can’t you 
let me off, mate, I only live up 
the road.” 

He added: “Can’t you forget 
about it and let me go?” 

With that, said Mr 
Greenwood, he opened the door 
of the patrol car and ran off, 
chased by the officers. 


In Ewenny Road, said Mr 
Greenwood, he went into the 
grounds of the Heronston Hotel 
and could not be found. 

The following afternoon, he 
voluntarily presented himself at 
Bridgend Police Station. 

He said he had panicked at the 
scene and apologised. 

His counsel, Stephen Thomas, 
said: “The offence was 

committed in a moment of 
unthinking panic. He had acted 
appropriately before that. 

“He said he didn’t think but 
there was no aggression, no 
violence, and he apologised for 
his stupidity.” 

The offence, said Mr Thomas, 
had had an impact on his family 
and friends. 

He added: “He is intelligent 
and hard-working.”

While a colleague 
worked on a higher part 
of the curtain wall from a 
mobile working 

platform, Mr Evans 
worked from the glass 
canopy to attach the 
lower fixings. During 
the course of this work, 
he walked along the 
canopy from right to left 
and fell through an 
opening above the 
Bedford Street entrance 
of the Debenhams store. 

During the Health and 
Safety Executive 

prosecution, Exeter 
Crown Court heard the 
opening had been created 
during previous 


maintenance works when 
a pane of glass was 
removed from the 
canopy and had not been 
replaced. 

Married Mr Evans fell 
approximately 4.5metres 
through the canopy on to 
the granite setts below. 
He received serious 
injuries as a result of the 
fall and died later in 
hospital. 

The subsequent HSE 
investigation found the 
mobile platform 

provided was inadequate 
for the work being 
carried out. The glass 
canopy on which Mr 
Evans was working was 
not a safe working 
platform, as there was no 
edge protection and there 
was a large opening 
through which he 
subsequently fell. 

The court was also 
told neither of the two 


workers should have left 
the safety of the working 
platform basket. 

HSE inspector 

Jonathan Harris said: 
“The risks associated 
with work at height are 
very well known and 
recognised in readily- 
available guidance. 
Planning and effective 
co-ordination between 
contractors 
requirement 
relevant 
regulations. 

“Without 
planning and sufficient 
assessment of risk, it is 
foreseeable that working 
at height will expose 
operatives to risks to 
their safety. 

“In this case, Mr 
Evans was working from 
an unsafe position, which 
exposed him to the 
potential of falling from 
the edge of the glass

canopy, as well as the 
opening through which 
he tragically fell.” 

Sir Robert McAlpine 
Ltd of Yorks hi re House, 
Grosvenor Crescent, 
London, pleaded guilty

£200,000, with £17, 790 
costs. 

London Fenestration

Regulations 2005. 

However, as the firm 
is in liquidation, the court 
could only notionally 
fine it £200,000 with 
£17,790 costs.

Dad and brother retrace brave 
Linda’s last 250-mile journey 


THE father and 
brother of a young 
woman who died 
three years ago, are 
to retrace her final 
journey - to raise 
money for two 
causes close to their 
hearts. 

Linda Fleming 
(pictured) who had 
lupus, passed away in 
Morriston Hospital’s 
ITU on March 24, 2012, 
aged just 29. 

As her father’s side of 
the family live in 
Yorkshire, that was 
where she was buried. 

Next month, dad Bill 
and brother Andy will 
cycle a 250-mile route 
from Morriston to 
Bradford, raising money 
for Lupus UK and 
Morriston Hospital. 

Linda, from Pyle, 
worked as a scuba 
diving instructor and 
business owner in Bali, 
Indonesia. 

Although there are 
various forms of lupus, 
the term is usually used 
to describe the most 
severe form - systemic 
lupus erythematosus 
(SLE). This causes the 
immune system to attack 
and inflame healthy 
cells, tissue and organs. 

Andy, who lives in 
Birchgrove, Swansea, 
said: “Linda was 
diagnosed with systemic 
lupus while in her early 
teens, and struggled 
through all the pain and 
suffering this caused her, 
to meet her challenges 
head on. 

“It attacked her 
immune system and then 
her liver and kidneys 
before causing a heart 
attack. 

“She was in Morriston 
for dialysis and she 
actually had the heart 
attack while she was on 
the machine. 

“She went into a 
coma and although we 



had hope as she came 
around, sadly it was 
short-lived and Linda 
eventually left us. 

“The family have 
Lupus UK close to our 
hearts for this reason and 
we want to raise funds to 
support the charity. 

“We are also raising 
money for Morriston 
Hospital because of the 
way Linda was treated 
with professional care in 
the weeks up to and 
including the last 
moments before she 
passed away. The ITU 
unit had an absolutely 
wonderful team who 
provided my sister with 
every possible treatment 
they could.” 

The family will run a 
display stand in 
Morriston Hospital on 
Saturday, August 1, with 
information on lupus and 
a collection box. 

Bill and Andy will set 
out for their long 
journey from Morriston 
to Bradford at midnight. 
Andy said: “We will 
follow the route as

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As husband faces kidney 
failure for the third time... 

Bridgend wife in 
race for leading 
Welsh charity... 


A 32-YEAR-OLD 
Bridgend woman 
who donated one of 
her kidneys to her 
husband, after he 
was diagnosed with 
chronic kidney 
failure twice in 
seven years, is 
running her first 
Cardiff 10k this 
September in aid of 
race organisers, the 
Kidney Wales 
Foundation. 

Nicola Parsons 
became her husband’s 
donor after he was 
diagnosed with chronic 
kidney failure for the 
second time at the age 
of 33. Now aged 41, 
and having received two 
kidney transplants, 
unfortunately Alan’s 
kidney is failing for the 
third time, and he is 
back on the transplant 
list. 

Nicola and her family 
are running the Cardiff 
10k to raise money for 
Kidney Wales to show 
their support to the 
charity for the help they 
provide to individuals 
and families who 
experience the many 
hardships brought on by 
kidney disease. 

This year’s 30th 
anniversary Cardiff 10k 
event will take place on 
Sunday, September 6 
and is expected to be 
the biggest race yet. 

The event is one of the 
top 10 road races in the 
UK and attracts 
thousands of runners 
who take on the scenic 
city centre course. 

Nicola’s husband, 
Alan, had his first 
transplant in 2000 
before Nicola and he 
had met, and his kidney 
function remained 
regular for eight years. 
After three years 
together, in 2008 Alan 
was confronted with the 
devastating news that he 
was suffering once 
again with chronic 
kidney failure. 

Without a second 
thought, Nicola was 
tested and she came 
back as a positive 
match. After 10 months 
of necessary testing, 
Nicola became her 
husband’s organ donor 
and gave her husband 
the gift of a lifetime. 

It has now been 
seven years since the 
second transplant, and 
at 41 years old Alan’s 
new kidney is failing 
(for unknown reasons)

for the third time. 

In 2014, on becoming 
aware that Alan’s third 
transplanted kidney was 
deteriorating, doctors 
gave Alan plasma 
treatment, with the hope 
that it would help 
discharge toxins and 
remove some antibodies 
from the blood. The 
treatment was 
unsuccessful. 

Doctors then tried 
chemotherapy to kill the 
antibodies that were 
attacking his new 
foreign kidney. The 
chemotherapy halted the 
progression of the 
disease for a few 
months, but the 
antibodies soon 
returned, once again 
attacking his kidney and 
causing it to weaken. 

Alan will soon go back 
on to dialysis while the 
search for a third organ 
donor begins. 

Nicola said: 
“Witnessing the effects 
of kidney failure first¬ 
hand are really difficult, 
especially going through 
the process three times. 
Being on dialysis is 
really hard - I know 
Alan really struggles 
with not being able to 
do things that people 
take for granted. People 
need to be more aware 
that this disease is 
becoming more and 
more common, 
especially in younger 
people. 

“I am really looking 
forward to supporting 
Kidney Wales this 
September, and running 
alongside my family as 
a team in my first ever 
10k! The Kidney Wales 
Foundation do amazing 
work in helping people 
like Alan, and I can’t 
wait to give something 


their wedding day. 

back.” 

Roy Thomas, Chief 
Executive of Kidney 
Wales, said: “Here at 
Kidney Wales, we try to 
do as much as we can to 
support families like 
Alan and Nicola’s 
during the distressing 
experiences associated 
with kidney disease. 

“It is truly gratifying 
to see that Nicola is 
racing this year to give 
something back to our 
charity. We really 
appreciate her efforts 
and wish her the best of 
luck on the big day. 

“The Cardiff 10k is

‘Car park charges - the 
timing couldn’t be worse’ 


B eing charged 
up to £5 to 
park your car 
in a council-run car 
park in Barry and 
Cowbridge - what 
do you think? 

The Vale Council 
cabinet members sat 
down on Monday and 
approved proposals for 
the introduction of 
significant car parking 
costs in several parts of 
Barry and Cowbridge. 

I have held 

discussions with traders 
and residents from 
across the Vale about 
parking over the past 
couple of months. 

In this column, just 
last month, I reiterated 
my support for traders 
and called for the 
council to listen to their 
needs. 

Many traders 
understand that parking 
can be an issue, but the 
local authority must not 
go too far and damage 
trade in our towns. 

Introducing charges 
for car parking should 
not be considered as a 
free hit, and in light of 
recent developments 
^around the country - 


the Vale Council seems 
to be swimming against 
the tide. Recently, in 
Cardigan, parking 
meters were damaged 
and traders reported a 
very healthy 50% 
increase in sales! 

The timing of car 
parking charging 
proposals couldn’t be 
worse. 

The council has the 
ability to see free car 
parking provision as an 
important service 
provided for local 
council tax payers, who 
are also high street 
traders. 

I was disappointed to 
be informed by cabinet 
member, Coun Gwyn 
John on July 8 that the 
local authority had no 
available “resources 
and funding” for a 
review of car parking. 

Yet here we are, 
three weeks later, with 
car parking charges 
introduced in parts of 
the Vale. 

These plans leave a 
number of unanswered 
questions, as in many 
parts of the Vale the 
daily use of a car is 
vital. Any plan that 
pushes up the cost of

living, and undermines 
the growth of our high 
streets, must have a 
very clear justification 
which I am yet to see. 

I know that the 
cabinet members from 
the council understand 
that fundamental 
change is taking place 
on our high streets with 
competition from 
online retailing - so I 
would have expected 
them look at car 


parking provision in a 
more inventive and 
positive way. 

I am in regular 
discussion with Marcus 
Jones MP, the High 
Streets Minister, who is 
overseeing some 
fantastic initiatives 
around Great Britain 
that support the 
wonderful character of 
our the towns and 
villages. 

I don’t want the 
character we have in 
the Vale to be lost. 

I call on those people 
interested in the future 
of our high streets in 
the Vale to go to 
http ://bit.ly/lfDomvo 
read more about the 
plans. 

Adding additional 
cost without 
considering the knock 
on implications for 
other parking areas, and 
local people living 
nearby in residential 
streets having to 
contend with 
displacement is a major 
concern. 

Are proposals due to 
come forward for other 
towns in the Vale - like 
Llantwit Major or 
Penarth? Feedback 


from traders and 
residents should be 
acted upon. A short 
innovative parking trial 
could be devised that, 
with the will of 
communities, could 
determine the best way 
of managing parking 
demand, whilst 
encouraging visitors. 

Should the first two 
or three hours be free? 
Should charges be 
introduced at all? I 
would like to start a 
debate in this 
newspaper as to what 
best works for our high 
streets and surrounding 
communities. 

The challenge of 
trading successfully day 
after day, as opposed to 
a guaranteed income, 
should be recognised 
and considered before 
significant changes to 
our high streets are 
made. 

The council should 
consider it a 
responsibility to 
provide a thriving 
trading environment 
first and foremost - 
before any cash 
generating schemes for 
the council are 
considered.

THE life of Private 
John James 
Thomas, 4th 
Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, was 
saved by his 
cigarette case at 
Suvla Bay, August 
1915. 

John James Thomas 
was born in the village 
of Penygroes, near 
Llanelli. Although he 
had begun an 
apprenticeship at a 
draper’s shop, he 
became concerned about 
the war. John’s 
neighbour, who had 
enlisted in 1914, had 
allowed him to try on his 
uniform and hold his 
gun, while on leave. 

This affected John to 
such an extent that one 
particular day in January 
1915, instead of going to 
work, as his mother had 
thought, he got on a 
train to Brecon and 
joined the 4th Battalion, 
Welsh Regiment, having 
lied about his age. 
Private John J Thomas, 
service no 813, was 15 
years old. 

Following training, 
the battalion left from 
Devonport on July 19 
aboard the SS 
Mauritania, bound for 
the Mediterranean. On 
August 9, as part of the 
53rd (Welsh) Division, 
John’s battalion landed 
at Suvla Bay on the 
Gallipoli peninsula. 

The division soon 
suffered over-crowding, 
chaos on the beaches, 
and constant sniper fire 
from Turkish batteries, 
positioned on the cliffs 
above. 

Many casualties 
occurred in those first 
few days and had it not 
been for his cigarette 
case, Private Thomas 
would certainly have 
been one. A bullet 
aimed at his heart struck 


the cigarette case 
positioned in his breast 
pocket. 

John’s son, also, 


named John Thomas, 
commented: “It is said 
that it was the first time 
such a thing had ever 
happened in British 
military history.” Mr 
and Mrs Thomas, from 
Bridgend, had visited the 
Porthcawl museum, 
during which time this 
remarkable story was 
revealed to the staff on 
duty. 

Later, Mr Thomas 
returned to the museum 
with his father’s medals 
and that famous cigarette 
case. Paul Joseph, chair 
of the museum, stated: 
“We feel very grateful 
and privileged that Mr 
Thomas has allowed us 
to display his father’s 
memorabilia.” 

The case will now 
form the centrepiece of 
the Porthcawl Museum’s 
display - ‘The Welsh at 
Gallipoli’, opening 
Saturday, August 8.

The care that Gail 
received was second to 
none, the pain relief was 
fantastic. 

“It is unbelievable 
that a charity 
organisation can 
produce that amount of 
care, and that quality of 
care and concern. 

“You can’t put a 
price on that. 

“When you walk into 
the hospice, it’s such a 
serene and calm 
environment - all of the 


nurses and the rest of 
the staff know just how 
to speak to the patients 
and their families. It’s 
pleasing and comforting 
to know that Gail’s last 
few weeks were spent at 
the hospice.” 

Daughter Samantha 
added: “I’m really glad 
that dad suggested that 
we take part in Walk to 
Remember. 

“Although I’m sure it 
is going to be an 


emotional day, it will be 
nice that all of the 
family can get together 
and remember Mum. 

“I can’t describe to 
people how hard it was 
losing Mum, but I also 
can’t describe how 
much better it was that 
she was at the Marie 
Curie hospice - not just 
for us as a family, but 
for her as well.

The one to 
one care for the patients 
and their families is 
faultless.”

Pixar’s Inside Out an instant classic... 


P IXAR have 
undergone 
something of 
a wobble of late. 
The studio that 
could do no wrong 
has seen its recent 
efforts fail to catch 
light (Brave), or be 
sequels that didn’t 
quite live up to the 
originals (Monsters 
University, Cars 2, 
which was itself a 
sequel to an 
underwhelming 
original film). 

The latest film from 
the studio, Inside Out, 
shows great promise, 
however. It is set inside 
the head of a young girl 
named Riley, and 
follows the emotions of 
Joy (voiced by Amy 
Poehler), Sadness 
(Phyllis Smith), Fear 
(Bill Hader), Disgust 
(Mindy Kaling), and 
Anger (Lewis Black). 
These emotions have 


to help Riley adjust to 
the stresses of a new 
city, house and school - 
and have their work cut 
out for them, especially 
when things don’t 
proceed as planned... 

One of the joys of 
Pixar’s output is their 
ability to appeal to both 
young and old, leaving 
neither section of the 
audience left out (apart 
from the child-centric 
Cars franchise), and 
Inside Out continues 
this trend exceptionally 
well. 

The concept itself is 
lofty and ambitious, 
something that could 
play as a film targeted 
squarely at an adult 
audience, yet the 
studio’s ability to take 
such a topic and 
manage to keep both 
ends of the age 
spectrum captivated is 
something else. 

It’s something to 
make a film that 
resonates with you both 
while you’re watching it

WHEN it comes to 
children’s theatre, 
productions can go 
in one of two 
directions. 

On the one hand, there 
is the production that is 
subtly produced and 
directed and requires 
cerebral input from the 
audience. 

On the other hand, 
there is the less 
demanding offering 
which seeks merely to 
give the audience an 
entertaining adaptation 
of a popular story. 

This production was of 
the latter type - and 
there is absolutely 
nothing wrong with that! 

From the same 
company that gave us 
The Gruffalo (also by 
author Julia Donaldson 
and illustrator Axel 
Scheffler) it was 
performed with genuine 
affection for the book 
and tells the story of a 
somewhat inept, but 


kind-hearted witch, who 
picks up various 
hitchhikers on her magic 
broom - in the form of a 
dog, frog, bird and, of 
course, her ginger cat. 

They repay her 
kindness when a (very, 
very Welsh) dragon 
decides he would like to 
have witch and chips for 
his tea! 

Particular highlights 
(at least for my six-year- 
old ) were the country 
and western singing 
frog, some genuinely 
catchy songs and an 
opening scene in which 
a group of campers are 
kept awake by one of 
their party (who returns 
later as the dragon) and 
some witty and 
intelligent lines. 

It does not pretend to 
be a masterpiece of 
theatre, but for parents 
looking to keep bored 
young children 
occupied, even for an 
hour or so, during the 
long summer holidays, 
this was ideal! 

Young critic’s verdict: 
“It was great fun, 
everyone should see it 
and I want to see it 
again! ”

and in the aftermath, 
but Inside Out is a film 
that lasers itself onto 
your consciousness; it 
resonates because it’s 
true, dealing with 
emotions that we all 
feel but that are so 
much more heightened 
when we’re young, and 
delivered in a way that 
doesn’t need to pay lip 
service to the 
conventions of story - 
most of the audience 
will know exactly what 
Riley is going through 
and how it feels. 

So far, so dramatic, 
but what the script does 
expertly is marry this 
element to funny and 
witty characters inside 
Riley’s head. 

Clearly defined 
(there’s no clever play 
on the emotions that 
make up their names, 
just the emotions 
themselves), they 
provide the colour and 
spectacle to go with the 
depth that comes 
elsewhere, and all the 
characters are superbly 
realised. 

Amy Poehler’s Joy is 


intent on doing good 
without realising that by 
taking charge of the 
other emotions. 

Riley is unable to 
truly thrive and process 
things - and when Joy 
and Sadness (ironically, 
the funniest character 
here, perfectly voiced 
by Phyllis Smith) find 
themselves waylaid, a 
rescue mission, 
providing the thrust of 
the film’s narrative 
inside Riley’s head, sees 
things start to go wrong, 
both inside and out. 

It’s on this mission 
that director Pete Docter 
has the most fun, the 
film’s visuals, as ever, 
incredibly rendered - 
but as the pair move 
through Riley’s head, 
they go on some 
interesting adventures 
that see some incredible 
invention - most 
notably in the abstract 
thought section and 
where Riley’s dreams 
are made. 

They also meet Bing 
Bong, Riley’s long- 
forgotten imaginary 
friend, a character who 


perfectly symbolises the 
onset of maturity, and 
the discarding of things 
from your past, and his 
story arc is the one that 
will most likely have 
you dabbing at your 
eye, claiming that 
something got in there. 

The wit and 
invention on show is 
jaw-dropping at times, 
the attention to even the 
smallest detail so 
cleverly realised that 
Inside Out could 
possibly be Pixar’s 
crowning achievement 
so far - a lofty 
statement when you 
include the Toy Story 
films, Up and Wall-E. 

However, the 
flawless execution of 
such a clever concept 
elevates this into the 
greats; it’s bold, 
emotional, thought- 
provoking and lasts 
long in the memory - in 
short, Inside Out is 
absolutely incredible. 

VERDICT - One of, 
if not the, finest Pixar 
films to date, Inside Out 
is a joyous, emotional 
film that is cleverly, 



thrillingly and 
beautifully handled. 
Marrying a truly 
brilliant set-up to a 
warm and witty story, 
this is a showcase for 
Pixar studios at their 
absolute finest, director 
Pete Docter doing an 
incredible job.

T ODAY’S 

subject from 
BRIAN 

LEE’s out-of-print 
book Welsh 
Steeplechase 
Jockeys , which was 
published by 
Cwmnedd Press in 
1993, is Dudley 
Williams. 

Carmarthenshire-bom 
Williams, who was one 
of the select band of 
Welshmen who 
dominated the National 
Hunt scene between the 
wars, won the 1933 
Grand National on 
Kellsboro’ Jack. 

Owned by the 
American millionaire 
Frank Ambrose Clark, 
and trained by 
Welshman Ivor Anthony, 
Kellsboro’ Jack won the 
race in a record time by 
three lengths from 
Really True. The 
unlucky horse of the 
race was Pelorus Jack, 
who was alongside 
Kellsboro ’ Jack when 
falling at the last fence. 

Ivor Anthony 
suggested to Mr Clark 
that the horse would 
have better luck if he 
were to give it to Mrs 
Clark, but Mrs Clark, 
believing that ‘gift’ 
horses were unlucky 
gave her husband a £1 
note from her purse and 
declared herself the new 
owner. 

Kellsboro ’ Jack and 
stable-companion Sorley 
Boy, winner of the 1936 
Welsh Grand National at 
Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse, were later 
shipped to America and 
when they died, their 
owner had them buried 
alongside each other 
underneath a headstone 
on the top of the 
Adirondack foothills. 

Dudley had been 
unlucky not to win the 
1930 Grand National as 
the horse he was riding, 
Sir Lindsay, nearly fell 
at the last fence, causing 
him to lose both stirrups. 
Despite this handicap, 

Sir Lindsay finished a 
close third to Shaun 
Goilin and Melleray’s 
Belle, beaten a neck and 
one-and-a-half lengths in 
one of the closest 
finishes the race had 
ever produced. 

Dudley gained some 
small consolation that 
year when riding 
Boomlet to victory in the 
Welsh Grand National. 
Dudley, who told me 
that he was only eight 


years old when he won a 
pony race in south 
Wales, rode his last 
winner at Newbury in 
1934. It has been said 
of Dudley that no jockey 
has ever ridden the 
Aintree course with 
greater skill and 
courage. 

One jockey who took 
his advice on how to 
ride the course, was the 
great Fred Winter before 
he rode Kilmore to 
victory in 1962. Besides 
the ‘National’, Dudley 
also won the Topham 
Trophy and Grand 
Sefton, which were 
Aintree’s other big 
steeplechase events. He 
was the leading National 
Hunt jockey in 1934 
when he had a fall at the 
now defunct Hurst Park 
and never rode again. 

He went to America 
and studied phrenology 
and neurology and also 
became a chiropractor 
and physiothererapist. 

In 1940, he put his 
talents and skills to other 
good use and began 
training at 

Beckhampton. From 
this famed racing centre, 
he sent out many 
winners and most of 
them were ridden by Sir 
Gordon Richards, who 
became his great friend. 
Indeed, he always 
insisted that Shropshire- 
born Sir Gordon was a 
Welshman. 

When I had the 
honour of meeting Sir 
Gordon at a press 
luncheon at Chepstow 
Racecourse some years 
ago, I reminded him of 
this and although Sir 
Gordon agreed that 
Richards was a Welsh 
name, he didn’t quite 
agree to being Welsh! 

Sadly, Dudley ended 
his days in a Yeovil 
Hospital and died shortly 
after having his right leg 
amputated. 

I recall writing to him 
just a week or so before 
he died and he was kind 
enough to phone me one 
Sunday morning. Which 
only goes to show, I 
believe, the kind of man 
he was. He told me that 
he had been offered a 
large sum to write his 
autobiography and it is a 
great loss to racing that 
he never got around to 
writing it.
